WASHINGTON, ,luu. 2il.—The house 


reconvened today in continuation of yes- 
tcrdavS; session and at onco resumed 
consideration of tho mire food bill, pro- 
ceeding with the rending of the bill for 
the purpose of .amendment under the 
live minute »ule, 


Section three wns amended by striking 


out the provision thnt the certificate of 
tho secretary of agriculture showing the 
results of a.n,nnalysis where it appear* 
that-tho net hns been, violated, "Shnll bo 
admitted evidence in nil courts of the 
United States without further verifica- 
tion." 


Tlie amendment was adopted only af- 


ter oblong-, legal debate.

house 201 to US.

-,Tith them on their trips, for the accom- 
modation of their patrons, a supply of 
stamps, stamped envelopes, postal cards 
and newspaper wrappers. 


If a carrier finds an unstamped letter 


or package in a letter box and the re- 
quired aroouniiof postage iu money also 
deposited he is to affix the necessary 
stamps. 


The carrier a empowered to register 


letters and packages and to deliver the 
same, giving and taking receipts 
for

free delivery routes is established at 2 
cents per ounce. 


Rural mail boxes must be fastened to 


a post at such height fiom the ground 
as to be easily opened and inspected by 
the carrier without alighting from his 
conveyance. 


Rural carriers are not required to de- 


liver inail to houses standing back from 
the main road except in cases of regis- 
tered mail, special delivery and "pension 
letters, provided addressees reside one 
mile or less from tlie main line, of travel, 


If owner's of registered mail, Rpecial 


and pension letters reside over a mile 
from main line of travel the carrier shal 
leave a notice in addressee's bos:, noti- 
•fying him to call at the postofficc foi 
same or to make arrangements for the 
delivery to himself or authorized agent 
at the box. 


Rural carriers'must not act'as agent 


salesmen or solicitors for express com

construction and operation of the canal. 
That there may be no conflict of author- 
ity or no ground for complaint, how- 
ever, the amended treaty more specifi- 
callv defines thf powers of this govern- 
ment 
in that direction. Article IV 


granted to the United States the right 
to use the rivers, streams, lakes and oth- 
er bodies of water, within the limits of 
the republic, that; may be necessary for 
the constructiot1, maintenance, opera- 
tion, sanitation nnd protection 
of the 


carinL The amended treaty expressly 
reserves she right to improve the har- 
bors at Colon and Panama, which will 
carry with it the right to fortify. 


While t-bcse amendments are designed 


to perfect the treaty an incidental but 
very important result is attained—that 
of causing it to be returned to Panama, 
where it may be considered and ratified 
bv the constitutional government which 
vill soon be organized.

hindered and on the Milwaukee, Racine 
& Kenosha suburban lines the entire sys- 
tem, between Mihvaulte, Racine and 
Kenosha. was entirely blockaded, and 
snow plows and oars became fast in the 
drifts, many of: the cars containing pas- 
sengers, obliged to remain prisoners for 
many hours, the snow being too 'deep to 
permit getting out and hiking to the 
city or some comfortable farm house. 


On the sidewalks and along the coun- 


try roads the snow was also deep and 
travel in the country has been impossi- 
ble on dozens of highways, but some 
farmers have succeeded in" getting to 
town by crossing fields antl 
digging 


through the larger banks pf^the beau- 
.tiful, but it will be days before alt high- 
ways are bjien.

LOCAL TRACKS KEPT OPEN; 


Of course the street railway .jiystein 


was the ' hardest hit. Superintendent 
Kncmmerlinc, with. & large force of men' 
and the plows, were out all, night fight- 
ing the snow. They succeeded in keep- 
ing open the local tracks and cars nm 
steadily, many of them within one and 
two minutes of the schedule time, and 
others not over ten minutes late get- 
ting through, and this morning found 
all ears on time and people 'were able to 
get to and from different suctions of the 
city without any inconvenience. 


QUIET AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


The suburban lines were kept open af- 


ter a fashion until about 12 o'clock'when 
it w«s admitted that cars were not able 
to

plow3,-tho heaviest the railway company 
posses*, were bucking the snow, one be- 
tween here;»nd KenbSba arid two north.

CAR LEFT THE TRACK. 


Between here and Milwaukee the con- 


ditions were even worse than to the 
south. One car left the track near Ta- 
bor, six or eight miles out, and it was 
said a snow plow got off, but'this Mr. 
Kuemmerline denied. He said that they 
were waiting for the snow plow to get 
tlie line open from the north anil that 
the derailed car with its passengers, was 
got on the track and came in before day- 


. light. While passengers were put 
to 


considerable inconvenience they did not 
suffer for cars were properly heated. 


MANY EXTRA MEN HIRED. 


The officials admitted that it was the 


heaviest storm of the year and that 
they were the hardest bit in several 
years. This morning possibly one hun- 
dred and fifty extra men were sent put 
on the lines armed, with shovels, clearing 
iiway drift after drift of snow. Tn front 
of Hotel Racine there'.were fifty men'at 
work' between 7 and 8 o'clock and it was 
the same anywhere between Racine and 
Kenosha. 


As ustuil two hundred or more .men 


were out. shoveling snow from the Side- 
walks and until a path was made the 
averajre pedestrian had all he could do 
to wide through. 


Piles of snow, formed on the larger

HARBOR BLOCKED. 


Racing harbor is ice and snow locked 


and no boats will be able to get through 
until the barrier is ca'rried out by the 
wind. The fishing tug Emma Bloechcr 
has not beeri out in teu days and liun- 
drrds ot nets, no doubt filled with fish, 
remain unlifted. Agents of the steam- 
ship lines ,ave of the opinion that the 
steamers can get through the ice, but 
thai the boats remained in Chicago or 
Milwaukee owing to the snow storm, it 
being difficult to navigate in such blows.

VIENA'A, Jan. 19.—King Peter of Ser- 


via, according to a report from Cettinje, 
Montenegro, published by the Jseues 
Werner Journal is prepared voluntarily 
to renounce the throne and allow the 
powers to nominate his successor. 


The Prince Montenegro i»" said to have 


received a, mandate from Russia to. clear 
up the precarious situation in Servia and 
King Peter is alleged to have recognized 
the vmt'enability of his position and to he 
willing to abdicate. His successor, it is 
added, will only be permitted to ascend 
the throne conditional on hia agreeing to 
punish the leaders of the conspiracy 
"which 'resulted in the. assassination of 
King. Alexander and Queen Draga, re- 
moving all those who wera directly or 
indirectly concerned in the regicides. 


The statement published by the Neues 


Weiner Jour'iaT is not confirmed but all 
reports indicate' that affairs in Servia 
are steadily growing worse and that they 
are causing the greatest anxiety in Rus- 
sia and Austria. The Servian conspira- 
tors are said to be .openly threatening 
to take revenge on Europe by joining in 
the expected Sfacedonian outbreak 
in 


the Spring. The internal 'condition of 
Scriva is bad. Life and property are in- 
secure. The roads are infested with bri- 
gasids.

Rural carriers arc required to take 


•with them on their trips, for the aocom 
modation of their patrons, a supply o 
stamps, stamped envelopes, postal cards 
and newspaper wrappers. 


If a carrier finds an unstamped lettei 


or package in a letter box and the re 
quired amouivtiof postage ill money also 
deposited he is to affix tbe necessary 
stamps. 


The carrier is empowered to register 


letters and .packages and to deliver the 
same, giving and taking receipts 
foi 


same on forms provided for that par- 
pose. 


He is also authorised to accept money 


for money orders, giving receipts there- 
for, and if patrons of delivery de«ire to 
make him their agent for the puproae 
he may inclose the orders when 
in addressed envelopes confided to his 
care and mail them without returning 
them to the sender. 


Each carrier will be required to make 


a census of his route and write the name 
in a book provided for that purpose. 


The carrier will leave a name blank 


with each family on the route to be fill- 
ed out, each Wank to contain the names 
of all parties, even to the servanti. 


The ptrtrpns are expected to meet the 


department half way by affording car- 
riers every facility for the performance 
of their duties by keeping the roads oj»n 
and to keep them in good repair at all 
seasons of the year. 


Postage on "d«op letters" on rural 


free delivery routes is established at 2 
cents per ounce. 


Rural mail boxes must be fastened to 


a post at such height from the ground 
as to be easily opened and inspected by 
the carrier without alighting from his 
conveyance. 


Rural carriers are not required to de- 


liver mail to houses standing back from 
the main road except in cases of regis- 
tered mail, special delivery and'pension 
letters, provided addressees reside one 
mile or less from the main line of travels 


If owners of registered mail, special 


and pension letters reside over a mile 
from main line of travel the carrier shall 
leave a notice in addressee's box, noli- 
'fying him to call at the postoffiee for 
same or to make arrangements for the 
delivery to himself or authorized agent 
at the box. 


Rural carriers must not act' as agent, 


salesman or solicitors for express com- 
panies, corporations 
of flrnui, but the 


law provides that the carriers snail not 
be. prohibited from iowg^au 


package business, provided 'it Joes not 
interfere with the discharge of his offi- 
cial duties. 


Carriers may act as agents for news- 


paper publishers on their own account 
or accept and collect subscription for the 
same. 


Complete systems will be established 


in Racine and Kenosha counties Feb. 1.

Article II • ojf- thei treaty-,. in addition' 


to denning tlje;^'carial zone" and giving 
the Umted'.States'control of all the is- 
lands within'its, limits," as well as the 
group of islands "in''the Bay'of Panama, 
grants fiill 'powc'rj" tp construct works of' 
sanitation thatmayt:be necessary for the 
construction and operation of tlie canal. 
That there may be no conflict of author- 
ity or no ground for complaint, how- 
ever, the amended treaty more specifi- 
cally defines th$ powers of this govern- 
ment in that direction. Article IV 
granted to the United States the right 
to use the rivers, streams, lakes and oth- 
er bodies of water, within the limits of 
the republic, that may be necessary for 
the construction, maintenance, opera- 
tion, sanitation and protection of the 
canal. The amended treaty 
expressly 


reserves She right to improve the har- 
bors at Colon and Panama, which will 
carry with it the right to fortify. 


While these amendments are designed 


to perfect the treaty an incidental but 
very important result is attained—that 
of causing it to be returned to Panama, 
where it may be considered and ratified 
by the constitutional government which 
will soon be organized.
